We cannot 
afford the luxury of waiting three years for the separation of the 
parties in order to furnish the customary proof that marriage cannot 
de resumed,” says this paper, “for this would delay the new births 
of which the State is in urgent need.”

1 growing firmness and solidity of 
American-Soviet unity is emphasized 
by the exchange of greetings between 
Molotov and Hull and the comments of the 
Soviet press in connection with the first 
anniversary of the pact of June 11. 

The agreements of June 1942, concluded 
during Molotov’s visit to Washington, in- 
cluded an understanding on war strategy 
and on post-war collaboration, and the 
Lend-Lease Pact. In his message to Hull, 
the Soviet Foreign Commissar stressed 
that the agreements not only strengthened 
military cooperation between the two na- 
tions in the war against Hitler Germany 
but also strengthened “mutual understand- 
ing and harmony of action between our 
countries in the period following the vic- 
torious conclusion of the war.“ 

In his reply, Hull especially emphasized 
the confident prospect, that the cooperation 
founded in battle will grow even stronger 
after the war. 0 

This, together with the confidence that 
the American troops would soon be on the 
European continent, also marked the com- 
ments of Pravda and Izvestia. 

These developments indicate that amity 
and understanding between our country 
and our great Soviet ally, overcoming the 
obstacles planted in the way by Hitler's 
propaganda and the activity of his help- 
mates here, are reaching a higher stage, 
with a bright promise for joint victory and 
for the future. 

The appeasers, defeatists, and anti-So- 
vieteers stop at nothing, including strike 
insurrections and Ehrlich- conspi- 
racies, to prevent the consolidation of the 
Anglo -Soviet- American Coalition. Their 
treacherous deeds, directed towards bring- 
ing about the defeat, weakening or isola- 
tion of the Soviet Union, contribute directly 
“to Hitler’s crusade and endanger our own 


country. 


But events march on. The war is growing 
into its decisive stage for victory. Inevitably, 
as a necessity of our own national interest 
and security, our relations with the Soviet 
Union become firmer and the whole Anglo- 
Soviet-American Coalition becomes stronger. 

The whole new vista opened by the pacts 
of June 11, 1942, now a year later opens 
before us with even greater expanse and 
promise..

all time.
